Ty pe is 
m i n i m a l , tho ugh no t as 
sparse as in his “The Medium 
Is the M assage.” 
The facing page uses the ad 
to co mment — but o nly so me­ 
times o n the ad. Mo re o ften 
the co m mentary is o n mo dern 
so ciety , usually in the ana­ 
lo gies which hav e prev io usly 
been a McLuhan weakness. 
McLuhan still dwells in aca­ 
dem ia. presently as directo r 
o f the Centre fo r Culture and 
Techno lo gy at the Univ ersity 
o f To ro nto . And he co ntinues 
to 
scrutinize 
the 
wo rld 
o f 
co mmunicatio ns, 
ex panding 
the wo rk begun in his “ Un­ 
derstanding Media,” no w a 
classic 
The new ho o k has 27 chap­ 
ters preceded by a Table o f 
Co ntents which co uld be the 
best-o rganized 
part 
o f 
the 
bo o k. “Culture” lacks an in­ 
dex but there is no sense o f 
lo ss fo r this is a co llectio n o f 
apho rism s, 
o ften 
disjo inted, 
so metimes repeated. 
The apho risms, 
call 
them 
McLuhanisms, 
range 
fro m 
banal to priceless; the latter 
make the bo o k wo rth buy ing. 


McLuhanisms tend 
to 
be 
eso teric. So me will be unders­ 
to o d by readers o f his earlier 
bo o ks. Others may be unders­ 
to o d by no o ne. 
His cho ice co nceits will be 
quo ted, as usual. Try these: 
“ Lo o k Back in Anger: There 
aren't any go o d causes left. 
Or “The ro ad is o ur majo r 
architectural fo rm .” 
McLuhan will be charged 
with hy po crisy — fo r 
co n­ 
tinuing 
to 
write 
successful 
bo o ks despite his m ajo r thesis 
that printed co mmunicatio n is 
archaic. 
He will be charged 
with 
bo rro wing 
v ia 
paraphrase. 
McLuhan anticipated this ear­ 
lier: “Mo st o f what Ï hav e to 
say is seco nd hand, gathered 
fro m eso teric so urces.” 
(Then why no do cumenta­ 
tio n? It is no ticeably absent 
in this and prev io us bo o ks, 
sav e “The Gutenberg Gala­ 
x y ,” unless fro m his co mmo ­ 
n e s t 
so urce: 
“ Finnegan’s 
Wake” by Jam es Jo y ce.) 
He will be charged with dis- 
t u r b i n g the philo so phical 
peace — as he did in his 
“ War and Peace in the Glo b­ 
al Village.” 
McLuhan is already o n re­ 
co rd with his answer: 
Any new demand o n human 
perceptio n, any new pressure 
to restructure the habits o f 
perceptio n, is the o ccasio n fo r 
o utraged répo nse.” 
That is what McLuhan is all 
abo ut. 
He has maintained fo r so me 
time that a new generatio n 
has gro wn up co nditio ned by 
the stimulus o f o ur electric 
age to think quite differently 
fro m any which has go ne be­ 
fo re it. 
It is the fo rm o f electro nic 


media, no t its co ntent, that 
has altered the perceptio n o f 
the y o ung, McLuhan 
main­ 
tains. 
He 
also 
insists 
that 
p r i n t e d co mmunicatio n is 
linear, therefo re restrictiv e. 
The 
lo gical 
co nclusio n 
o f 
McLuhan’s sy llo gism is that 
the creativ e mind 
is bo und 
and ham pered by bo o ks and 
o ther print media. 
That’s ho w he has beco me 
the mo st debated thinker o f 
o ur age. 
“Culture Is Our Business” 
is no ex ceptio n 
It fans the 
ho t fires o f “ co o l” McLuhan- 
ism.
